WASHINGTON, DC — Spring graduates of The George Washington 
University may continue their studies at special alumni tuition 
rates, GW President Stephen Joel Trachtenberg announced today. 
Qualified applicants will be,awarded GW Alumni Tuition 
Fellowships equal to 50 percent of the credit hour charges for 
the master's degree curriculum. 

"New college graduates nationwide are confronted with one of 
the tightest job markets in recent history," Trachtenberg said. 
"In higher education we give our best to our students and I am 
sorely distressed that the economy cannot provide the jobs that 
they are eager to start. Graduate education is a viable option." 

Trachtenberg added, "This is a pilot program which we will 
evaluate on an annual basis. But, right now, it is critical 
that GW graduates know their alma mater is concerned for their 
future and we have made available every possible option." 

This fall, GW will offer the Alumni Tuition Fellowships in 
some 28 Graduate School of Arts and Sciences master's degree 
programs. Applicants qualify who have successfully completed 




their baccalaureate degrees at GW, who did at least 60 credit 
hours toward that degree at the University, who meet normal 
graduate admission requirements and who enroll as full-time 
graduate students in one of the designated programs. July 1 is 
the deadline to apply for admission. 

Class of 1991 graduates interested in master's degree 
programs leading to certification for elementary and secondary 
school teaching can get a head start on their fellowship-assisted 
studies, Trachtenberg added, noting that these programs will 
begin on June 2.

COMMITMENT TO PUBLIC INTEREST WORK IS FOCUS OF NEW 

FELLOWSHIP PROGRAM AT THE NATIONAL LAW CENTER 

This summer, 10 National Law Center students will put their 
legal studies to work for elderly prisoners, Central American 
refugees, senior citizens, AIDS patients and the poor through a 
new program estblished by The George Washington University. 

Each student will receive $2,500 from the National Law 
Center to pursue full-time public interest work this summer 
instead of a paying job. The funds will be used to defray a 
portion of tuition costs for the coming semester. 

"The NLC encourages students to enter into public service 
jobs and wants to make it financially possible to do so," says 
law school dean Jack Friedenthal. "Nothing could be more 
important for our profession than to ensure that those persons in 
the community who need legal help can receive it even though 
they are unable to afford it." 

Called The George Washington University National Law Center 
Public Interest Summer Fellowships, the program allows students 
to provide civil and criminal legal representation to clients of

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organizations that assist people unable to obtain paid legal 
counsel. They include the District of Columbia's Public 
Defender's Office; D.C. Legal Aid; Central American Refugee 
Center; National Senior Citizens' Law Center; the Legal Services 
Center, which assists people with AIDS; and the Project for Older 
Prisoners (POPS), a program directed by a GW professor to help 
elderly prisoners. 

While most of the organizations are located in the 
Washington metropolitan area, students also will work in other 
parts of the country, including Legal Services of Southern 
Piedmont in Charlotte, N.C., and Harlem Legal Services in New 
York City. 

To obtain the fellowships, NLC students had to submit an 
essay explaining their commitment and desire to pursue public 
interest work during the summer; letters of references from 
professors and/or former employers and the organizations for whom 
they would work, as well as school transcripts. 

"Although it is often overlooked by outsiders, there is a 
strong tradition in the law profession that everyone is entitled 
to an attorney when the need arises," says Friedenthal. "Many GW 
students are willing to serve in public interest positions even 
though it means that they will have to forgo the more lucrative 
awards that attorneys sometimes receive."

KAMMEN TELLS GRADUATES TO RETAIN 

THEIR 1 RIGHTS TO CONTEMPLATION 1 


"The busy-ness of our lives makes it all the more important 
that we set aside space and time for the rights of 
contemplation," said Pulitzer prize-winning history professor 
Michael Kammen. The author made his remarks before the 
graduating class of The George Washington University's Graduate 
School of Arts and Sciences at commencement ceremonies Sunday, 

May 12. 

Citing the need for contemplation as not merely a right and 
a duty, but also a great need, Kammen extolled "the importance of 
wonder, of cerebral speculation, and of inspired creativity." 

"I worry that the price that may be extracted from you as 
you leave the academy and plunge totally into the busy real world 
will be your rights of contemplation," he said, cautioning that 
the "beauty of knowledge" and the quest for wisdom frequently get 
lost in the midst of attending to life's daily necessities. 

"You, the newly minted Ph.D.'s of 1991, constitute an 
expansion of our national intellectual resources," Kammen

observed. "It remains to be seen how you will be deployed as 
resources, and how you will exercise what might be termed 
'quality control' — with regard to your own work and that of 
people responsible to you." 

He noted that the evening's ceremonies required a 
reevaluation by the graduates to consider this personal moment 
in their lives and its relationship to the world in general. 

Using literary examples he urged them to fortify their self- 
confidence and to "mobilize" their creative intelligence and 
determination. 

A distinguished historian of colonial and revolutionary 
America, Kammen has been the Newton C. Farr Professor of American 
history and culture at Cornell University since 1973. He was 
awarded the Pulitzer Prize for History in 1972 for his book 
"People of Paradox: An Inquiry Concerning the Origins of 
American Civilization."

FATHER THEODORE HESBURGH TELLS GW GRADUATES 

TO REMEMBER THE "3 Cs" OF LIFE 

Talking from "my heart as well as my head," Father Theodore 
M. Hesburgh, president emeritus of the University of Notre Dame, 
today told graduates of The George Washington University School 
of Education and Human Development that there are "3 Cs in life 
that transcend education" — competence, compassion and 
commitment. Hesburgh received the Doctor of Public Service 
honorary degree during the commencement ceremony. 

Hesburgh told the graduates that competence is "knowing what 
you are doing it and doing it well," but it also is "something 
you must learn everyday. Cherish competence," he said. 

Secondly, Hesburgh, a Roman Catholic priest who was 
president of Notre Dame for 35 years, told the assembled 
graduates and their families that compassion must come next. 
Stating that "80 percent of the population has to get along with 
20 percent of the 'goodies," he said that educators must help to 
balance the inequities, especially with this nation's young 
people who suffer from what Hesburgh calls the "prejudice of 
geography" — youngsters who are "born without a chance" due to 
poverty.

The longest sitting president of an American institution of 
higher learning, Father Hesburgh stepped down last year as 
president of the University of Notre Dame.

He currently is chairman of the 
university's advisory committees for the Institute for 
International Peace Studies and the Kellogg Institute for 
International Studies.

Commencement Charge to GW Class of 1991

Today, a university president who delivers the closing remarks at 
Commencement risks finding himself or herself in a "Doonesbury" 
cartoon the very next morning -- so I'm going to exercise some 
appropriate caution, at least as I begin my remarks! 

And "caution," it appears, is the Leitmotif of the year 1991, in which you 
have received your degrees and your diplomas -- at least if The 
Washington Post AND The New York Times are getting their facts right! 
Americans are putting one foot in front of the other "Nineties Style" they 
both report, rather than accelerating to an ever faster gallop -- as was 
fashionable when the Eighties were still upon us. 

So if two of our "newspapers of record" are living up to their billing, a 
member of the Class of 1991 can be depended on to hedge his or her bets, 
to invest time, energy and money with the mad abandon of Ebenezer 
Scrooge, and to answer most direct questions with some really tingly 
reply like: "Well, yes and no." 
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And could anything be more boring? In fact, this particular vision is 
enough to make me hope that recent accusations levelled against The 
Times -- with regard to its going in for sensationalism a la the New York 
Daily News - are 100% accurate, just to keep us regular Times readers 
awake . . . and that The Washington Post, meanwhile, as it somewhat 
maliciously gloats over the new "yellow journalism rep" of its great 
rival, will catch the very condition it's mocking! 

And now, in my perverse way, I'm going to suggest that 1991, and your 
own prospects as the Class of 1991, are both of them a lot more 
stimulating than the prospects confronted by the graduating classes of 
even a few years ago. 

We've all of us recently confronted something that, thank heaven, is still 
most unusual in our experience: the human process known as full-scale 
War. 

And War, as so many philosophers, novelists and poets have recognized in 
the past three thousand years, has a deeply but not bafflingly paradoxical 
quality about it: namely, the fact that it makes even the simplest things 
in life seem suddenly very very precious. 

Some of you - many of you, perhaps -- have had occasion to read Erich 
Maria Remarque’s great novel of World War One as seen from the German 
side, All Quiet on the Western Front -- or have seen, on television or via 
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your VCR, the black-and-white film version of the book made in this 
country. You'll remember the scene, which comes across most 
powerfully in the original print version, in which the soldiers get their 
hands, by playing a little free and easy with a nearby barnyard, on a very 
plump and edible bird that they proceed to lovingly roast. 

No feast served to some royal family of three or four hundred years ago 
could possibly have been as unutterably delicious as is that brilliantly 
described meal, which leaves the mostly doomed warriors in a swoon of 
sheer sated ecstasy and relaxation -- right there, in their temporary 
shelter on the scarred, grim and hideous battlefield. 

And whether we're looking at Homer's Iliad or Tolstoy's War and Peace or 
many non-fiction reminiscences by writers like Robert Graves -- I'm 
thinking of his early book, Goodbye to All That - the very same paradox 
presents itself. In Tolstoy’s great novel, for example, we first meet 
Prince Andrew in peacetime - and he is in the psychologically oppressed 
condition the French call ennui, jaded to the point at which he seems 
almost asleep, in a jumpy and easily irritated kind of way, and feeling 
about his new and very attractive bride the way most folks might feel 
about a very old and completely predictable donkey. Only on the 
battlefield, with cannonballs ripping into the very ranks he commands, 
does he come fully alive — and only in that context of instant death does 
life itself once again seem precious to him. 
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So the thought I'd like to leave you with today is that the Nineties, 
though not quite as dangerous as that, have a related quality. In a time 
when there is so much suffering underway on our planet . . . and so much 
more pain and anxiety loose in our own country than would have seemed 
even remotely plausible in 1985 or 1986 ... the possibility of doing 
some good things for others as well as for ourselves suddenly takes on 
Meaning with a capital "M." 

And side by side with all the articles in newspapers and the major news¬ 
magazines about how cautious all of us have become there are indeed 
contrasting articles - regarding the current crop of college students 
and recent graduates -- which suggest that they feel a deeper sense of 
social commitment than our nation has witnessed for quite a long time. 

There is an old Hebrew saying that has enjoyed a remarkable amount of 
popularity even among people whose backgrounds are remote from 
anything Hebrew or Jewish. It goes, in my own free paraphrase: "If I 
don't take care of myself, then who will do it for me? And if I only 
take care of myself, then what, in fact, do I amount to? And if not right 
now, then when? 

So if Gary Trudeau wants to feature me in his next daily or Sunday 
cartoon, he's welcome to do so . . . but he'll have to quote me as saying to 
you, in language so ancient as to rival even the human institution called 
War: 
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Go forth, members of the Class of 1991. Take good care of yourselves, 
lest you stumble into who-knows-what-kinds of trouble or actual 
disaster. And have a care too for the brothers and sisters who form, in 
so rich a variety of colors, creeds and cultures, the human race to which 
we are all of us privileged to belong. Spare them some of your love. 
Show them the face of empathy and caring that has so often been 
attributed to God the Creator. Help them whenever and wherever you can 
spare the time, the energy, and -- yes -- the money. Give without 
expecting to receive . . . and you will receive what only a giver can have, 
which is the sense of rising above your own expectations . . . into the 
higher state called Generosity, which is ruled by the oh-so-human heart. 

And I thank you, my dear GW graduates, for your generous attention.

WHITE CHALLENGES GRADUATES TO 

REINVEST THEIR TALENT 


Noting that they have benefitted greatly from their 
"interaction with this university," John A. White, assistant 
director for engineering at the National Science Foundation, 
exhorted the graduating class to "give back in some way, your 
time, your talent, your treasure." White's remarks were made 
before The George Washington University's School of Engineering 
and Applied Science (SEAS) at commencement ceremony on Sunday, 

May 12. 

"We who believe that science and engineering are critical to 
this nation's future must engage the issue," he said, noting a 
decrease of women and minorities in these fields and a 37 
per cent dropout rate in general for engineering majors. 

"Wherever you go, whatever road you may travel, I hope that 
you will take the responsibility for doing what you can to 
improve this nation's educational system." White, added that 
technological excellence is a critical element for a world class

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nation. 

"Sadly, for many Americans the possibility of majoring in 
engineering is eliminated by poor grades," said White. 
Furthermore, a diminishing appeal of science and engineering 
careers has occurred, due in part to a "boot camp mentality among 
engineering and science faculty" and the "increasing appeal of 
other less rigorous fields. 

"The weeding out mindset that has persisted among many 
[educators] must be replaced with a cultivating mindset," he 
said. "We have transitioned from a seller's market to a buyer's 
market. Today's young people simply aren't buying what we were 
selling in the past." 

White is currently on leave from the Georgia Institute of 
Technology where he holds the Regents Professorship of Industrial 
and Systems Engineering and the Eugene C. Gwaltney Professorship 
of Manufacturing. A founder and chairman of SysteCon Inc. until 
its merger with Coopers & Lybrand in 1984, White is executive 
consultant to Coopers & Lybrand. 

White was awarded a Doctor of Science, honoris causa, degree 
from GW at the commencement ceremonies.

CONFERENCE EXPLORES ASTHMA CARE IN U.S. 

Recent studies have shown that over the last 10 years people 
are contracting and sometimes dying from asthma at significantly 
higher rates with little known about the causes for the increase. 

"Asthma Care in the U.S.," a March conference held in San 
Diego, California, brought together a variety of organizations 
and public agencies dealing with asthma and health care delivery 
to address the resurgence of this disease. 

"The conference was the first to attempt to develop a 
multidisciplinary approach to studying the effectiveness of 
asthma care delivery," notes Peter Budetti, Director of the 
Center for Health Policy Research at The George Washington 
University and co-director of the event. 

Proceedings from the conference will be published as a 
supplement to the Medical Care Journal in early 1992. The 
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supplement will include the five manuscripts presented, a listing 
of the issues and priorities in asthma care, and the research 
agenda developed by the conference. 

Hoping to get the participants to view the problem from a 
variety of angles, Budetti felt the conference "could help to 
determine the health care research and policy agenda needed to 
improve the effectiveness of health care for people with asthma 
or other chronic diseases." 

Together with co-director Kevin Weiss, assistant professor 
for GW's Department of Health Care Sciences, Budetti devised the 
conference to give medical care providers — and ultimately their 
patients — access to health care information, information on 
associated risk factors and clinical treatment options. 

"We realized that, though treatments and technologies for 
asthma had improved, more people than ever were getting sick," 
says Weiss. "We felt that we needed to determine whether people 
were receiving the care they needed and whether that care was 
effective." 

Data suggest that the prevalence and severity of the disease 
can vary with neighborhoods. Furthermore, it indicates that 
minorities and the poor suffer disproportionately from asthma- 
related complications. 

Designed as an interactive symposium, the conference 
included expert presentations of manuscripts describing the 
impacts of specific issues on asthma. The presentations covered 
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topics such as financial payment systems, outcomes measurement 
and quality of life indicators, patient behavior, the 
organization of the health care system and the effects of poverty 
and the environment on the asthmatic. 

Sponsors for the conference included the Agency for Health 
Care Policy and Research, the National Institute for Allergy and 
Infectious Diseases (NIAID) and the National Heart Lung and Blood 
Institute (NHLBI) at the National Institutes for Health (NIH), 
the American Academy of Allergy and Immunology, the American 
College of Allergy and Immunology, the Asthma and Allergy 
Foundation of America, the American Thoracic Society and the 
Center for Chronic Disease Prevention and Health Promotion at the 
Centers for Disease Control. 

"We hope," says Weiss, "that the final product of the 
conference was a substantive contribution to knowledge about the 
effectiveness of asthma treatment and a blueprint for the 
research necessary to improve on that knowledge."

ENERGY PROPOSAL WINS GLOBAL UNDERSTANDING AWARD 

WASHINGTON, DC — Mahmoud El-Kablan's proposal to increase 
solar energy use, promote bicycle transportation, and develop 
rural communities in Jordan has won the 1991 Greater Global 
Understanding Award. El-Kablan, a Jordanian national and 1991 
Ph.D. degree graduate of The George Washington University, 
received the award from The Foreign Student Service Council. 

For the competition, students present plans for using their 
American education in a practical and innovative way for the good 
of their home community. 

In his prize-winning essay, El-Kablan proposed "A New Energy 
Policy” for Jordan. He explained "Jordan, a developing, non¬ 
oil producing, and a poor country, is deeply affected by the 
world's energy situation." For Jordan, he says, the core of the 
energy problem is the economy's dependence on imported oil. He 
believes that great potential rests in solar energy and

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conservation measures. 

He explains that "solar energy has several potential 
applications in Jordan — water heating, space heating, water 
pumping in rural areas, electricity generation, greenhouses, crop 
drying and solar ponding for electricity generation." 

He also contends that transportation dominates energy demand 
in Jordan and says that promoting bicycle manufacturing and use 
will save fuel and reduce pollution and traffic congestion, as 
well as provide jobs and transportation for the poor. 

El-Kablan began his studies in the U.S. in 1984 through a 
scholarship from Jordan's Mutah University. He earned the 
master's degree in mechanical engineering at Akron University 
(Ohio) and the Ph.D. in engineering management at GW. His 
doctoral dissertation was titled "A Mathematical Model for the 
Dynamic Optimization of the Energy Supply in Jordan." He also 
completed his undergraduate studies in mechanical engineering at 
Stuttgart University in West Germany. 

Before coming to the U.S., El-Kablan worked as a research 
engineer at the Royal Scientific Society in Amman, Jordan. 
Currently he is a lecturer in mathematics at The George

NEW BOOK BY GW SCHOLAR TRACES ROOTS 

OF MOSCOW'S GERMAN POLICY 

In November 1989, the Berlin Wall came tumbling down and 
Germany was on its way to unification. In his latest book — 
"Moscow, Germany and the West from Khrushchev to Gorbachev" 
(Cornell University Press) — Michael J. Sodaro, associate 
professor of political science and international affairs and a 
member of the Institute for Sino-Soviet Studies at The George 
Washington University, provides an in-depth examination of the 
Soviet Union's relations with both West Germany and East Germany 
in the critical decades leading up to these revolutionary 
events. 

An expert on Soviet foreign policy, Sodaro begins his 
investigation in the years following the construction of the 
Berlin Wall. He presents fresh insight into the motives that 
guided Nikita Khrushchev, Leonid Brezhnev and other Soviet 
leaders as they grappled with a powerful West German adversary 
and a self-assertive East German ally. He shows that, contrary 
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to some depictions of an essentially unified Kremlin elite, 

Soviet policy makers always were divided in their German policy. 
Some wanted to cooperate with West Germany while others were more 
reluctant to take the risks which a permanent relaxation of cold 
war conflicts would entail. Khrushchev, for example, was ready 
for direct contacts with the government in Bonn, but he was 
removed from power before his initiative could bear fruit. 

Sodaro demonstrates that serious opposition to Krushchev's German 
policy was prevalent throughout the Soviet foreign policy 
establishment. 

Through a detailed examination of literally thousands of 
statements by Soviet political leaders and foreign policy experts 
from 1963 to 1990, Sodaro presents an original account of how the 
Soviets discussed and debated their policies towards Germany and 
the Western Alliance. He concludes that Moscow pursued "a 
contradictory policy that oscillated between detente and discord 
while straining to have both at once.” 

Gorbachev's immediate predecessors eventually sought to 
improve political and economic ties with Bonn while 
simultaneously keeping Germany divided and pursuing a vigorous 
arms race. In the end, they could not have it both ways; the 
Soviet Union's domestic economic weaknesses, together with NATO's 
readiness to match Moscow's escalating nuclear missle 
deployments. 
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shattered the Kremlin's ability to develop favorable relations 
with Bonn while increasing the military threat to the West 
Germans and their NATO partners. 

In the midst of a major foreign policy crisis Mikhail 
Gorbachev assumes power. "The Gorbachev phenomenon," Sodaro 
writes, "did not metamorphose overnight. Gorbachev inherited a 
legacy of failure in the principal political, economic, and 
military aspects of his precursors' policies." 

Still, Sodaro points out that Gorbachev had no intention of 
presiding over the collapse of East Germany and the disappearance 
of the Warsaw Pact. "As things turned out," he says, "Gorbachev 
overestimated the prospects for a reformed socialism in East- 
Central Europe and underestimated the revulsion the local 
populations felt for the entire political system." This was 
especially the case in East Germany, where Gorbachev believed 
there would be enough time to build a reformed socialist regime 
that would eventually gain the acceptance of the population. 

Sodaro has been on the GW faculty since 1977. He holds a 
bachelor's from Fordham University, a master's from the Johns 
Hopkins University and a doctorate from Columbia University where 
he was a research assistant for Zbigniew Brzezinski. 

An earlier book, "Foreign and Domestic Policy in Easter 
Europe in the 1980s: Trends and Prospects," was published in

INTERNATIONAL EDUCATION LAYS THE FOUNDATION FOR PEACE 

"If our governments were to spend on defense what we all 
currently spend on education — and on education what we now lay 
out for defense — our armed forces and our educational systems 
would both improve. And, both would be significantly more 
responsive to the realities of the modern world," Stephen Joel 
Trachtenberg, told international scholars gathered in Moscow. 

Trachtenberg, president of The George Washington University, 
spoke at the May 20-23 conference on "The Search for a New Order 
for Peace, Security and Cooperation in Northeast Asia: Looking 
Toward the 21st Century." The conference was sponsored by the 
Committee of Soviet Scientists, Moscow State University and 
Kyung Hee University of Seoul, Korea. 

His speech focused the role of education in fostering global 
understanding. He discussed the need for nations of the world to 
engage in cooperative international education and to promote the 
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open exchange of knowledge in order to dispel political 
isolationism and distrust. "The alternative," he said, "is 
ignorance, perhaps the most significant threat we face in the 
quest for peace and global cooperation." 

Throughout his address, Trachtenberg measured the numerous 
threats to global peace against his conviction that cooperation 
is vital. Balkanization, he said, is among the greatest 
threats. "Increasingly, people and nations are dividing 
themselves from one another based on their sectarian, ethnic and 
nationalistic identifications." Trachtenberg noted the ethnic 
conflict in Yugoslavia, the Middle East and the Soviet Union, and 
also called attention to social strife in the United States, 
where, he said, "racial, religious and cultural tensions keep us 
from becoming truly one nation." 

"While we should celebrate those things that make us 
different," he said, "we must not neglect the things we share. 
Just as we worked together against a common enemy in the Persian 
Gulf, we must work together to stop other dangers that threaten 
us all," he said. 

Among the examples of important global cooperation and 
understanding, he cited the international coalition led by the 
United Nations in the Persian Gulf conflict, and the Montreal 
Protocol against man-made chemicals called CFCs that are 
destroying the ozone layer. He applauded the display of prompt 
international attention to tragedies such as the cyclone in 
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Bangladesh, drought and famine in Africa, the cholera epidemic 
in Peru, earthquakes in Soviet Georgia and Costa Rica, and the 
environmental damage brought on by rainforest destruction. 

In addition, Trachtenberg noted that tyranny and opression, 
man-made environmental threats and proliferation of weapons of 
mass destruction put humanity at risk. "The new world order 
demands that nations of the world open up their borders to 
scrutiny from outside," he said. "Whether they are building 
nuclear weapons, spewing toxins into their air and water, or not 
cracking down on the spread of disease, they must be schooled in 
— and held accountable for — the global impacts of their 
actions." 

He credited universities as places where the exchange of 
knowledge, information and technology has already begun. He 
used The George Washington University as an example. 

International students from some 132 different nations represent 
nearly 10 percent of GW's undergraduates and more than 16 percent 
of its graduate students. GW ranks fourth among U.S. 
universities in the percentage of international students within 
the total student body. 

The global bonds that are created through education and the 
knowledge that comes from these exchanges between nations, he 
said, will form the foundation for global peace.

RUSSIAN LITERATURE EXPERT FROM GERMANY 

JOINS GW'S DEPARTMENT OF SLAVIC LANGUAGES 


Peter Rollberg, 32, an expert in 20th century Russian 
literature will join the Department of Slavic Languages and 
Literatures at The George Washington University this fall as an 
assistant professor of Slavic languages. 

A native of what was previously East Germany, Rollberg was 
described by department chair Irene Thompson as a bright, 
personable scholar with great promise. 

The four-person committee who narrowed 46 applicants down to 
three before choosing Rollberg found his experience of having 
spent all of his life in Eastern Europe and the U.S.S.R. to be a 
major asset, she said. 

"He has insights into the social and political phenomena 
that condition literature," Thompson explained. "We hope he can 
bring that kind of knowledge about the current Soviet literature 
scene to us."
